Alliance Hopes 


For Spain Meet 


WAKE FOREST, N. C. (BP) 
— The Baptist World Alliance 
Executive hopes to 
hold its 1962 meeting in Barce- 
lona or Madrid, Spain. 

The 70-tnember international 
committee, representing 24 
million Baptists ‘in 110 coun- 
tries, named Spain as its pref- 
erence for the next meeting 
as it concluded its 1961 ses- 
sions on the campus of South- 


eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary here. 
Acting on a subcommittee 


report presented by Edward 
B. Willingham of New York, 
the committee instructed its 
general secretary, Josef Nor- 
denhaug, Washington, and as- 
sociate secretary for Europe, 
Erik Ruden of Sweden, to seek 
clearance for such a_ public 
meeting in’ Spain. The date 
will probably be Aug. 28-30, 
immediately preceding a con- 
ference of Latin-speaking Bap- 
tists. 

Considerable attention has 
been focused:on religious lib- 
erty conditions in Spain in re- 
cent years, but Ruden reported 
to the committee that certain 
churches previously closed, by 
police have recently been per- 
mitted to reopen.

ligious educational programs.” 

It specifically provides for 
“designing, building, acquiring, 
altering, remodeling, improv- 
ing, extending, or equipping” 
facilities for ‘‘physical devel- 
opment.”’ 

Interest Formula Adjusted 

(2) The interest formula is 
admusted by. reducing. the.cost. 
of administration increment 
from % to % per cent. This 
increment. is added to the 
treasurer’s findings on the 
average cost of long term 
loans to the government. 

(3) The length of the loan 
is extended from 10 years 
(1958) «to 40 years after the 
date when the loan was made. 

(4) Newcomers are frozen 
out by the provision that ‘‘(2) 
The commissioner shall not 
make any loan under the pro- 
visions ...... of this section 
to any private non-profit ele- 
mentary or secondary school 
unless such school or the 
school system of which jit is a 
part was in full-time operation 
during each of the four calen- 
dar years immediately preced- 
ing the date of enactment of 
the Nafional Defense Education 
Act Amendment of 1961.’’ 

Analytic Comments 

(1) The meaning of the word 
“‘system” in the above context 
is not clear. It could mean 
a “diocesan system’ or per- 
chance ‘‘the Roman Catholic 
system.” While this clause is

stitutions in the initial state, 
that the timate disposition of 
these public funds cannot be 
predicted. wt 


(5) Construction projects us- 


ing these loans “are assumed 
to be “public” projects to 
which the Davis-Bacon Act re- 
quiring certain pay scales and 
labor standards are applicable, 
but in the same paragraph 
(sec. 306 (d) (1) It assumes 
that there may be ‘‘donated’”’ 
labor for the purpose of reduc- 
ing cost, as in a church pro- 
ject. It does not propose teach- 
er salary standards for use of 
the buildings. 

(6) Earlier drafts in the 
area contained clauses ‘against

(7) There is now no provision 
for testing the constitutionality, 
as was earlier proposed.

Other Church-State Features 

(1) Title V, the part of the 
bill which provides aid for 
guidance, counseling and test- 
ing, continues the authoriza- 
tion for the commissioner to 
work directly with schools not 
served by state law: 

“‘(B) In any state which has 
a state plan approved under 
section 503 and in which the 
state educational agency is 
not authorized by law to make 
payments to cover the cost of 
testing students, who are in 
grade 7 and above, in any one 
or more elementary or second- 
ary schools in such state to 
determine student abilities and 
aptitudes, the commissioner 
shall arrange for the testing of 
such students and shall pay 
the cost thereof for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1959, and 
one-half of the cost thereof for 
any of the six succeeding fiscal 
years out of such state’s allot- 
ment. Testing of students pur- 
suant to this subsection. shall, 
so far as practicable, be com- 
parable to, and be done at the 
same grade levels and under 
the same conditions as in the 
case of, testing of students in 
public schools under the state 
plan under section 502 (A).” 


This by-passing of the State 
Department of Education by 
having the U. S. Commissioner 
of Education provide an educa- 
tional service in the state 
raises large. questions of pre- 
cedent for American federal- 
ism. Strangely, it has not been 
seriously challenged. 

(2) The National Defense 
Fellowship Program (title IV) 
is continued and enlargéd. In 
this, however, line between 
church and state is now recog- 
nized by this provisions:

One man was there, who had been ill for thirty- 
eight years. When Jesus saw him and knew that he had been lying there 
a long time, he said to him, ‘Do you want to be healed?’ The sick man 
answered him, ‘Sir, I have no man to put me into the pool when the water 
is troubled, and while I am going another steps down before me.’ Jesus 
said to him, ‘Rise, take up your pallet, and walk.’ (John 5:2-8, RSV). — Il- 
lustration prepared by Thomas L. Lee, a Southern Seminaty Student. 


Bethesda could have survived 
the destruction of Jerusalem 
and this would explain the pres- 
ent tense in John 5:2, “there IS 
at Jerusalem.” Furthermore, 
the location of these two pools 
just north of the Temple area, 
helps us to believe that John 
5:14 reflects accurate history 
when Jesus again encounters 
the man who was healed, this 
time in the Temple which would 
be nearby. 

Moreover, there is every rea- 
son to believe that “Bethesda,” 
as given in many of the most 
reliable ancient manuscripts, 
and followed by the King James 
Version, was the correct read- 
ing. In this respect, the Re- 
vised Standard Version: editors 
have followed a less reliable 
reading in preferring “Beth- 
zatha” instead of the more ac- 
curate “Bethesda.” According, 
The New English Bible goes 
back to “Bethesda” as the pre- 
ferred reading here. 

The full significance of Beth- 
esda’s rediscovery is impossible 
to calculate at the present. It 
is one of the few spots which 
Jesus visited which can be iden- 
tified with confidence. The 
problems attached to the. ac- 
count of Jesus healing the sick 
man at this locality vanish and 
the whole narrative takes on 
new meaning. Finally, Chris- 
tians have a renewed basis for 
believing that our faith came to 


.us in a genuine historical frame- 


work. God chose to reveal his 
truth in history, and, at par- 
ticular places in history,

THEME SONG NO ACCIDENT. 
SAYS BAPTIST MUSICIAN 


NASHVILLE (BP) — Selec- 
tion of “To God Be the Glory” 
as the theme song of Southern 
Baptists’ 30,009 Movement was 
no accident, says a leading 
Southern Baptist musician.

Sims first heard the hymn 
in the film of Billy Graham’s 
London crusade. He submitted 
it to the other members of a 
committee which was Compil. 
ing a new Baptist hymnal. It

As chairman of the commit- 
tee, Sims was aske( tO lead 
the music at the Southern Bap. 
tist Convention in Kansas City, 
Missouri, in 1956. 

“I decided to make “To God 
Be the Glory’”’ the theme song 
of the Convention,” Sims said, 


Ripley First Sets 
Good Example In 
‘Reaching Out’ 


The First Church of Ripley 
was organized in 1883. The 
records do not show who was 
the first pastor or the number 
of charter members, but the 
land on which it was then lo- 
cated was donated by the 
Board of Police. 

The original building burned 
in 1885, and a building 66’ x 33’ 
with 16’ walls, a beautiful got- 
hic structure, replaced it as a 
cost of $1,500.00. 

In 1914 another building was 
erected which -was occupied 
until the completion of the pres- 
ent building. The church was 
half time until some time in 
1946. 

Rev. Grant Clark came to 
Ripley as pastor of the Church 
in October, 1954. Since that 
time the church has experienc- 
ed a period of growth and 
prosperity both spiritually and 
financially. It has organized 
two missions, one of which has 
already. become a full time 
church with all organizations 
funetioning. : 

Sponsors VBS 

In July, 1954 the Brotherhood 
of the church sponsored a Va- 
cation Bible School in West 
Ripley on the Antioch Road. 
Rev. Boyd Lecroy, who was at 
that time Superintendent of 
Missions, served as principal 
with members of the First 
Church helping. 

In July of that same year 
the Brotherhood sponsored a 
tent revival which resulted in 
the organization of a Sunday 
School with 27 enrolled. For 
several months they met in a 
dwelling house which was rent- 
ed for $5.00 a month. In Feb- 
ruary of 1955 Rev. John D. 
Hopper, student at Blue Moun- 
tain College, was celled as mis- 
sion pastor. 

In July 1957 the West Ripley 
Mission organized into a full 
time church with 42 charter 
members. Today they own a 
large lot further west of the 
old building and have complet- 
ed a new auditorium which is 
the first unit of a two unit 
building plan. 

The Sunday School enroll- 
ment is 125, and T. U. 68. All 
organizations are functioning. 
Last, year they gave $720.00 to 
missions. Rev. J. E. Thurmond 
is pastor and lives on the field.

Rev. Grant Clark, pastor of 
the First Church, took a survey 
in the East Ripley community 
and under his leadership the 
Brotherhood agreed to sponsor 
a Sunday School in the com- 
munity. An old store was rent- 
ed and at the opening service 
April 15, 1958 there were 32 
people present. 

Today under the continued 
leadership of the Holy Spirit 
three acres of land have been 
purchased and a beautiful brick 
building erected.

War Broke Out 

In 1824 war broke out be- 
tween Burma and Britain and 
foreigners were imprisoned as 
suspected spies. For nearly a 
year Adoniram and Dr. -Jon* 
athan Price, a missionary re- 
cently arrived, languished in 
the infamous. “Death Prison,” 
in almost constant expectation 
of execution. They wore heavy 
iron shackles and at night 
their feet were elevated by a 
bamboo pole so that only their 
shoulders rested on the ground. 

No food was provided for the 
prisoners and several of them 
starved to death because there 
was no one to bring them any- 
thing to eat. Nancy used her 


‘ingenuity and meager material 


resources to get food regularly 
to the missionaries, Without her 
faithful services and interven- 
tion they would not have sur- 
vived. Their execution was ap- 
parently ordered several times,

Judson married the widow 
of a fellow missionary and aft- 
er her death he married a 
third time, each marriage be- 
ing a happy one. Eleven chil- 
dren were born to him, of 
whom five died in infancy. He 
himself died in 1850 at the age 
of sixty-two. - 

Writing once to his mission- 
ary service, Judson declared: 
“The motto of every mission- 
ary, whether preacher, printer, 
or. school master, ought ,to. be 
‘Devoted for Life.’ Certainly

This Is My Friend

“This is my friend,” he said 
beaming with the pride of a 
new father. He was nodding 
to the young man who had 
just made a public profession 
of faith in Christ.
